STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  l/  2/ 
Leaf  Tobacco  Stocks  Larger  Than  a  Year  Ago 

Dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  held  stocks 
of  leaf  tobacco  totaling  ht 8k5   million  pounds  (farm-sales- weight)  as  of  July  1, 
1957.  This  total  is  258  million  above  the  figure  of  a  year  earlier  (^,587 
million).  Larger  flue-cured  stocks  accounted  principally  for  the  increase. 
About  kh  million  pounds,  consisting  of  Maryland  and  Puerto  Rican  tobaccos, 
entered  stocks  during  the  April -June  quarter. 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  July  1,  flue-cured  stocks  were  up  11  per- 
cent, holdings  of  bur ley  leaf  were  slightly  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  and 
Maryland,  fire-cured,  and  dark  air-cured  inventories  were  higher  by  k,   5,   and 
3  percent,  respectively.  Of  the  cigar  leaf  kinds,  stocks  of  shade -grown  cigar- 
wrapper  were  9  percent  larger,  but  filler  holdings  were  down  3  percent,  and 
binder  stocks  dropped  12  percent  compared  with  a  year  ago. 

Stocks  as  of  July  1,  1957>  included  about  1,039  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 

2/ 
weight)  of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans-'  (9°1  million  as  of  July  1,  1956) 

These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:  flue-cured,  6^3  million  pounds; 
burley,  28l  million;  Maryland,  9*1  million;  fire-cured,  51*3  million,  dark  air- 
cured  33*9  million;  and  cigar  leaf,  21.1  million.

CIGARETTE -LEAF  STOCKS 

Flue -cured  and  Maryland  Stocks  Higher  Than  a  Year  Ago 
Burley  Holdings  Down  Slightly 

Stocks  of  flue -cured  tobacco  as  of  July  1,  1957>  totaled  2,511  million 
pounds  --  an  increase  of  253  mi  Hi on  over  the  figure  of  a  year  earlier  (2,258 
million).  The  marketing  year  for  flue-cured  is  on  a  July-June  "basis,  and 
total  disappearance  (exports  plus  domestic  disappearance)  during  the  year 
just  ended  declined  to  1,170  million  pounds  based  on  July  stocks.  This  repre- 
sents a  decrease  of  HI  million  pounds  from  the  previous  year's  level,  with 
most  of  the  reduction  being  accounted  for  by  lower  exports.  Based  on  exports 
of  k6h  mill  ion  pounds  (553  million  the  year  previous),  indicated  domestic 
disappearance  of  flue-cured  last  year  was  only  706  million  pounds  (728  million 
the  year  previous).  Indicated  domestic  disappearance  declined  from  the  pre- 
ceding year  despite  the  increase  in  cigarette  out-put  (estimated  up  3*5  percent) 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  this  July  1  were  reported  as  1,^30  million  pounds. 
This  figure  is  6  million  below  the  holdings  of  a  year  ago  (1,^36  million). 

Inventories  of  Maryland  tobacco  on  July  1,  1957>  totaled  79*6  million 
pounds,  about  3«^  million  pounds  higher  than  those  reported  last  July  1 
(76.2  million).  Marketing  of  the  1956  crop  of  Maryland  began  April  30  and 
sales  through  June  30  totaled  27.7  million  pounds,  or  9  million  more  than  was 
marketed  during  the  corresponding  period  in  the  previous  season. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (Turkish  and  other) 
were  reported  as  208.5  million  pounds  as  of  July  1,  1957  —  an  increase  of 
13  million  over  inventories  on  July  1,  195&  (195*5  million). 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Inventories  Show  Increases  Over 
Stocks  Reported  July  1,  1956 

Stocks  of  fire -cured  leaf,  reported  at  I60.I  million  pounds  on  July  1, 
1957,  were  7*2  million  larger  than  holdings  on  the  same  date  last  year 
(152.9  million).  Types  21  and  23  stocks  were  only  slightly  changed  from 
those  on  hand  a  year  ago,  and  the  increase  for  total  fire-cured  occurred 
principally  in  type  22.  Fire-cured  stocks  on  this  July  1  were  as  follows: 
Virginia,  27*9  million  pounds;  Eastern  District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee, 
104.7  million;  and  Western  District,  27.5  million. 

Dark  air-cured  holdings  of  93*6  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1957>  were 
2.5  million  more  than  those  of  a  year  ago  (91*1  Million).  Stocks  were 
larger  than  on  last  July  1  in  each  of  the  types.  Inventories  of  dark  air- 
cured  on  this  July  1  by  types  were  as  follows:  One  Sucker,  55 • 7  million 
pounds;  Green  River,  31.k  million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  6.k  million.

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  Filler  and  Binder  Cigar-leaf  Stocks  Smaller  Than  a  Year  Ago 
Shadg-grawn  Wrapper  Holdings  Increase 

Inventories  of  g.n  domestic -grown  cigar  tobacco,  inciting  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  331. 7  million  pounds  (farm-sales- weight)  on  July  1,  1957.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  5.7  percent  below  the  holdings  of  last  July  1  (351.6  million). 
It  is  estimated  that  about  16. 5  million  pounds  of  the  1956  crop  of  Puerto 
Rican  entered  stocks  during  the  quarter.  Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf 
on  hand  as  of  the  July  1  reporting  date  were  2^.0  million  pounds  —  3«^ 
million  more  than  was  held  a  year  earlier  on  the  same  date  (20.6  million). 

Holdings  of  the  cigar-filler  types  as  of  July  1,  1957,  totaled  204.3 
million  pounds  —  7  million  smaller  than  the  figure  reported  on  last  July  1 
(211.3  million).  With  the  exception  of  Type  kl,   which  showed  a  slight 
increase,  stocks  of  all  filler  types  were  below  last  year's  levels.  Inven- 
tories of  cigar-filler  by  types  on  this  July  1  were  as  follows:  Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf,  116.0  million  pounds;  Ohio  filler,  2^.7  million;  and  Puerto  Rican, 
63.6  million. 

Cigar -binder  stocks  totaled  IO8.9  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1957  — 
1^.4  million  less  than  holdings  on  the  same  date  last  year  (123*3  million). 
Holdings  of  all  types  were  lower,  the  largest  decrease  (about  21  percent) 
being  reported  in  Type  51.  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  stocks  this  July  1 
were  27.6  million  pounds,  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,  21.3  million; 
Southern  Wisconsin,  2U.0  million;  and  Northern  Wisconsin,  35 •  9  mi]  lion. 

Shade-grown  cigar-wrapper  stocks  as  of  July  1,  1957,  totaled  18.5 
million  pounds  consisting  of  11. 3  million  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  and 
7.1  million  of  Georgia-Florida  Shade.  This  compares  with  17. 0  million  on 
hand  a  year  ago,  holdings  increasing  this  July  1  by  7.^  and  10.6  percent 
respectively,  in  the  two  types.  Disappearance  of  Type  6l  during  the  past 
marketing  year  (July  1956  -  June  1957),  based  on  changes  in  stocks,  was 
9.5  million  pounds,  slightly  more  than  the  previous  year's  disappearance 
(9.^  million).  Disappearance  of  Type  62  was  indicated  at  6.2  million 
pounds,  compared  with  7.3  million  during  the  previous  marketing  year. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  (Havana)  were  16.8  million  pounds,  compared  with 
16.3  million  a  year  ago;  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  stocks  were  0.1  million  — 
unchanged  from  last  July  1;  and  Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  inventories  were 
7.1  million,  compared  with  k.2  million  on  the  same  date  last  year.
